1. PRES FORD'S TRIP 

REUTER'S MACKENZIE, IN PEKING, REPORTS PRES AND TANAKA 
AGREED IN JOINT COMMUNIQUE THAT US AND JAPAN WILL SEEK 
TO EXPAND AND DIVERSIFY ENERGY SUPPLIES, DEVELOP NEW 
ENERGY SOURCES AND CONSERVE SCARCE FUELS. ADDED THAT US 
AND JAPAN ATTACH GREAT IMPORTANCE" TO ENHANCING COOPERA- 
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TION AMONG CONSUMING COUNTRIES AND INTEND TO PURSUE HARMONI 
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OUS RELATIONS WITH PRODUCING NATIONS; SAID BOTH COUNTRIES 
WILT. PARTICIPATE CONSTRUCTIVELY IN MULTILATERAL EFFORTS 
TO STRENGTHEN AID TO DEVELOPING NATIONS IN AGRICULTURE; 
COMMUNIQUE STRESSED THAT US AND JAPAN WILL SEEK TO ENCOURAGE 
PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF OUTSTANDING ISSUES IN ASIA-PACIFIC 
AREA, AND REAFFIRMED ADHERENCE OF BOTH TO MST. COMMUNIQUE 
FURTHER CALLED ON ALL COUNTRIES TO PURSUE ADDITIONAL ARMS 
LIMITATIONS AND ARMS REDUCTION MEASURES, STRESSED GROWING 
ECONOMIC INTERDEPENDENCE OF ALL COUNTRIES, AND SAID US 
AND JAPAN WILL SEEK TO REDUCE TARIFF AND OTHER TRADE 
DISTORTIONS. 

IN JAPAN PRESS CLUB SPEECH, PRES RENEWED US GUARANTEE 
OF JAPAN'S SECURITY, GAVE ASSURANCES US WILL FULFILL ITS 
ECONOMIC COMMITMENTS IN WORLD, AND APPEALED FOR JAPANESE 

TO JOIN US IN ALLIANCE THAT WOULD PROVIDE MODEL FOR 
DEALING WITH INFLATION AND RECESSION PROBLEMS. SUN’S 
TREWHITT NOTES PRES "MADE AN ELABORATE BOW" TO JAPAN'S 
STRATEGIC ROLE, THOUGH ITS CONSTITUTION RULES OUT 
OFFENSIVE MILITARY CAPABILITY. IN LIGHT OF EMPEROR'S 
ACCEPTANCE OF INVITATION TO VISIT US, PRES' ADDRESS 
CHOSE TO UNDERSCORE THE POSITIVE IN HIS FIRST MAJOR 
SEMI-PUBLIC APPEARANCE THERE. HE LET JAPANESE KNOW 
THERE WILL BE NO REPETITION OF 'NIXON SHOCKS." TO WP S 
KILPATRICK/OBERDORFER, PRES 1 TELLING PRESS CLUB LUNCHEON 
THAT US "WILL CONTINUE TO BE SUPPLIERS OF THE GOODS 
YOU NEED" WAS EFFORT TO ASSURE JAPAN THAT US WILL NOT 
RESORT AGAIN TO EXPORT CONTROLS ON SOYBEANS AND OTHER 
PRODUCTS. WHETHER IN PRIVATE TALKS PRES WAS MORE 
PRECISE IN THAT PLEDGE WAS UNCLEAR; BUT JAPANESE WANTED 
IT SPECIFIC. MAIN BURDEN OF ADDRESS WAS TO EMPHASIZE 
CONTINUITY OF US POLICY AND BASIC CONCERN FOR US-JAPAN 
RELATIONSHIP (ALSO EXCERPTED IN PHINQ). NYT’S HERBERS 
OBSERVES THAT PRES’ CALL FOR NEW ALLIANCE TO ATTACK 
ECONOMIC WOES APPARENTLY WAS NOT PROPOSAL FOR FORMAL 
NEW ARRANGEMENT, BUT RATHER, CALL FOR INFORMAL MOVE 
TOWARD CLOSER COOPERATION. ALTHOUGH JOINT COMMUNIQUE 
EXQJESSING AREAS OF AGREEMENT IS EXPECTED TO BE SIGNED 
WHEN TALKS END, VISIT IS INTENDED LARGELY AS SYMBOLIC 
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EXPRESSION OF GOODWILL, AND IN THIS HE HAS DISPLAYED 
UNINHIBITED ENTHUSIASM. (RADIO-TV COMMENTS ON COMMUNIQUE 
TEXT CARRY THIS THEME). 

KILPATRICK/OBERDORFER NOTE PRES 1 ADDRESS CAME BEFORE 
HE ENTERED FINAL ROUND OF TALKS WITH TANAKA GOVT "THAT 
IS LIKELY TO BE OUT OF OFFICE BY THIS TIME NEXT WEEK." 

SHAKINESS OF GOVT, TOGETHER WITH WEAKNESS OF FORD ADMIN 
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AT HOME, THEY CONTEND, HAVE COMBINED TO CAST CLOUD OVER 
WHAT BOTH PRES AND JAPANESE LEADERS HAD HOPED WOULD BE 
HISTORIC ENCOUNTER, LEADING TO CLOSER UNDERSTANDING 
AND COOPERATION. JAPANESE PRESS REFLECTED SENSE OF 
PRIDE IN THIS FIRST VISIT OF AN AMERICAN PRES AND 
SUSPICION THAT CONCRETE DECISIONS ARE NOT BEING MADE 
IN FORD'S TALKS WITH TANAKA, WHO HAS REPORTEDLY MADE UP 
HIS MIND TO RESIGN. GOJ'S DELICATE POLITICAL SITUATION 
MAY HELP EXPLAIN LACK OF VISIBLE PROGRESS ON MAJOR 
QUESTIONS IN FIRST ROUND OF TALKS TUESDAY. JAPANESE 
SOURCES DESCRIBED SESSION AS RAMBLING, FRIENDLY CHAT 
IN GENERALITIES, WITHOUT FIXED AGENDA OR MAJOR 
CONCLUSION. 

TREWHITT SAYS TANAKA'S POLITICAL LIFE "NOW MAY BE 
MEASURED IN DAYS." IN ONE SENSE, IN HIS PRESS CLUB 
TALK, PRES APPEARED TO BE TALKING OVER TANAKA S HEAD 

TO JAPANESE GOVT AND PEOPLE. WSJ'S PEARLSTINE CONTENDS 
TUESDAY SHOULD HAVE BEEN ONE OF TANAKA'S "GREAT DAYS" 

AS HE HELD SMOOTH-GOING TALKS WITH FORD; HOWEVER, PM'S 
GOOD MOOD MUST HAVE BEEN TEMPERED BY KNOWLEDGE THAT 
LDP LEADERS SPENT MOST OF DAY BUSILY PREPARING TO 
SELECT HIS SUCCESSOR. PRESSURE TO RESIGN HAD BEEN 
EXPECTED TO SUBSIDE DURING FORD VISIT. "BUT IF ANYTHING, 

IT HAS INTENSIFIED." JAPANESE POLITICIANS GENERALLY 
SAY RESIGNATION IS ALL BUT INEVITABLE, AND MANY THINK 
IT COULD COME EARLY AS NEXT WEEK. BUT WHILE THERE IS 
GENERAL AGREEMENT THAT HE WILL DEPART. THERE IS NO 
CONSENSUS ABOUT HIS SUCCESSOR. PEARLSTINE OBSERVES 
THAT ALTHOUGH TANAKA'S WEAKENED POSITION MAY HAVE 
LESSENED SIGNIFICANCE OF HIS TALKS WITH FORD, US DIPLOMATS, 
INCLUDING HAK, HAVE PROFESSED LITTLE CONCERN THAT HIS 
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RESIGNATION WOULD HAVE ANY ADVERSE EFFECT ON LONG-TERM 
US-JAPANESE RELATIONS. 

ACCORDING TO CHITRIB S BECKMAN, TALKS APPARENTLY 
HAVE PRODUCED AGREEMENT THAT JAPAN WILL LIFT BAN AGAINST 
IMPORTING US BEEF. BEEF IMPORTS DISCUSSIONS WERE 
APPARENTLY ONLY ONES THAT WOULD PRODUCE, OR WERE EVEN 
AIMED AT, ANY AGREEMENT. DESPITE LACK OF REAL SUBSTANCE 
IN TALKS, IMPORTANCE OF VISIT TO JAPANESE OFFICIALS WAS 
PERHAPS ACCURATELY REFLECTED IN MAINICHI STORY THAT 
TOKYO "HAS FINALLY PROVEN NOT TO BE THE FOREVER 
FORBIDDEN CITY FOR AN INCUMBENT US PRESIDENT." 

ON ENERGY MATTERS, TREWHITT FOUND IT "ALREADY CLEAR" 

THAT OFFICIAL ENTHUSIASM FOR SYMBOLISM OF PRES’ VISIT 
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DID NOT TRANSLATE INTO ACCEPTANCE OF US POLICIES. 

OFFICIALS OF BOTH GOVTS MADE IT CLEAR THAT JAPAN, 
DETERMINED NOT TO ANGER ARABS, IS UNENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT 
US PLAN FOR COORDINATED ENERGY POLICY. THEY ALSO LEFT 
UNRESOLVED BY DESIGN SENSITIVE QUESTION OF US 
VESSELS CARRYING NUKES THROUGH JAPANESE WATERS. PRES 
REPORTEDLY EXPRESSED "APPRECIATION'' FOR JAPAN'S 
SENSITIVITY ON THIS ISSUE; BUT US OFFICIALS ALSO 
SUGGESTED US WILL CONTINUE TO DO WHAT IT HAS BEEN DOING. 
TOKYO GOV MINOBE TRIED UNSUCCESSFULLY TO DISCUSS NUKE 
ISSUE DURING COURTESY CALL ON PRES, BUT ACCORDING 
MINOBE, PRES SAID SUBJECT SHOULD ONLY BE DISCUSSED 
BETWEEN GOVT LEADERS, AND THAT HE HAD ALREADY DISCUSSED 
IT WITH TANAKA. MINOBE CAME AWAY "VERY DISSATISFIED" 
(KILPATRICK/OBERDORFER; NYT'S HALLORAN; SUN). NUKE 
ISSUE WAS ONLY DISCORDANT NOTE IN VISIT, SAYS CSM'S 
SOUTHERLAND. S-N’S JOHNSTON FINDS THAT NUKE ISSUE 
APPEARS TO HAVE BEEN "PERVASIVE, BUT MINOR" IRRITANT. 
ASKED ABOUT NUKES, HAK RESPONDED WITH "CALCULATED 



VAGUENESS" THAT PRES HAD EXPRESSED UNDERSTANDING FOR 
JAPAN'S SPECIAL SENSITIVITIES AND THAT PROBLEM WILL 
BE DEALT WITH IN MST FRAMEWORK. BUT IN OFFICIAL 
JAPANESE BRIEFING, TANAKA WAS MORE SPECIFIC, ASSERTING 
THAT PRES WAS TOLD THAT BRINGING NUKES INTO JAPAN 
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CUTS AGAINST GRAIN OF OFFICIAL JAPANESE POLICY (NOV 19). 

SUN'S SEIDEN POINTS OUT THAT BENEATH BOWS, SMILES AND 
PLEDGES OF FRIENDSHIP. GOJ REMAINS INFLEXIBLE ON 
WHAT IS PROBABLY MOST IMPORTANT ISSUE AT STAKE IN 
TALKS - OIL. GOJ STILL REFUSES TO COOPERATE IN 
OIL CONSUMERS' MOVEMENT IF IT MEANS GETTING TOUGH 
AND RISKING FRIENDSHIP OF ARAB PRODUCERS, ACCORDING 
HIGH GOJ SOURCE. 

CHITRIB'S YATES, IN TOKYO, FOUND THAT PRES' INVITATION 
TO EMPEROR BROUGHT GASPS OF DISPLEASURE FROM JAPAN'S 
LEADING OPPOSITION POLITICAL PARTIES - INCLUDING 
CHARGE EMPEROR IS BEING USED AS POLITICAL PAWN, AND 
CONCERN ABOUT HOW EMPEROR WOULD REACT TO HUMILIATION 
OF BEING FORCED TO DECLINE THIS SECOND US INVITATION - 
WHICH IS DEFINITE POSSIBILITY IF ENOUGH OPPOSITION IS 
RAISED. NYT’S BUTTERFIELD, IN TOKYO, SAYS UNPRECEDENTED 
TELEVISING OF EMPEROR'S BANQUET WAS SEEN AS INDICATION 
OF IMPORTANCE GOJ ATTACHED TO RELATIONS WITH US. BUT 
IT WAS ONLY BRIEF LOOK FOR JAPANESE PUBLIC; AFTER 
EXCHANGE OF TOASTS, CAMERAS TURNED OFF. 
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NOT WANTING TO CREATE FLAP, GOJ LOOKED THE OTHER WAY 
AS SS BODYGUARDS ENTERED COUNTRY MONDAY CARRYING WEAPONS 
IN VIOLATION OF JAPANESE LAW. LAST WEEK, MINISTRY OF 
JUSTICE TOLD CHITRIB THAT PRES' BODYGUARDS WOULD HAVE TO 
TURN OVER THEIR WEAPONS. BUT ACCORDING TO AMEMBASSY 
SOURCE, DOS ALLEGEDLY TOLD GOJ IN NO UNCERTAIN TERMS" 

THAT IT WOULD BE INCONCEIVABLE FOR AN AMERICAN PRES 
TO VISIT ANY FOREIGN COUNTRY UNPROTECTED BY HIS BODYGUARDS. 

ASSESSING VISIT, S-N'S JOHNSTON SAYS ITS PAGEANTRY HAS 
BEEN PRODUCER S DREAM, PUNCTUAL, EFFICIENT AND BLESSED 
BY PERFECT FALL WEATHER. FOR TREWHITT, SCHEDULE WAS 
PURSUED IN ATMOSPHERE OF INTRICATE ORIENTAL CEREMONY, 

IN LAND WHERE CEREMONY IS AN ART, WITH WESTERN EFFICIENCY 
THAT CHARACTERIZES MODERN JAPAN. 

WP S CHESHIRE REPORTS THAT WHEN EMPEROR GREETED PRES, 

BOTH WERE SUPPOSED TO BE WEARING SAME FORMAL ATTIRE 
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SPECIFIED BY HOST COUNTRY: CUT-AWAY COAT, DARK VEST, 
SOFT-COLLARED SHIRT, GRAY SILK TIE AND STRIPED TROUSERS. 

INSTEAD, PRES WAS DRESSED IN "FATHER-OF-THE-BRIDE" 

OUTFIT FEATURING ASCOT, PEARL-GRAY WESKIT AND STIFF- 
WINGED COLLAR; TROUSERS BAGGED AT KNEE AND WERE TOO 
SHORT. WH ADVANCE MEN, COORDINATING WITH DOS, HAD SENT 
AROUND TWO MEMOS ADVISING MEMBERS OF ENTOURAGE THAT 
JAPANESE HAD SPECIFIED GARB FOR EVERY OFFICIAL OCCASION. 

DOS OFFICIALS WONDER IF PRES OR HAK (WHO ALSO WORE 
ASCOT) EVER GOT THE MESSAGES.

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THOMAS MILLAR IN CSM SPECIAL DATELINED CANBERRA REVIEWS 
TANAKA'S RECENT VISIT TO AUSTRALIA AND NZ; SEES IT 
REFLECTING JAPAN'S PREOCCUPATION WITH ASSURING LONG- 
TERM SUPPLIES OF PRIMARY PRODUCTS. AUSTRALIA PROVIDES 
NEARLY HALF OF JAPAN'S IMPORTS OF IRON ORE, AND 
MORE THAN HALF OF HER BAUXITE; AND FULLY A THIRD OF 
ALL AUSSIE EXPORTS GO TO JAPAN. 

TO AUSTRALIA'S CHAGRIN, TANAKA MADE GOOD CASE FOR KEEPING 
FREEZE ON IMPORTS OF AUSSIE BEEF BUT APPARENTLY AGREED 
TO INCREASE SUBSTANTIALLY COAL IMPORTS. TANAKA REVERSED 
EARLIER DECISION AND AGREED TO JOIN AUSTRALIA IN STUDYING 
FEASIBILITY OF BUILDING URANIUM ENRICHMENT PLANT IN 
AUSTRALIA - ON BASIS THAT AUSTRALIA WOULD SUPPLY URANIUM, 
JAPAN BUILD PLANT, AND UNSPECIFIED THIRD COUNTRY 
SUPPLY TECHNOLOGY. PRESUMABLY, ENRICHED URANIUM WOULD 
PROVIDE FUEL FOR JAPAN'S REACTORS. IN THIS CONNECTION, 
TANAKA MADE CLEAR THAT JAPAN WILL SIGN NPT, THUS 
ASSURING THAT AUSSIE URANIUM WILL NOT GO INTO 
DEVELOPMENT OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

MILLAR SEES JAPANESE-AUSSIE RELATIONSHIP AS BASICALLY 
ECONOMIC, WITH BOTH SIDES CAUTIOUS ABOUT PUSHING IT 
TOO FAR. JAPAN APPRECIATES THAT AUSTRALIA IS 
POLITICALLY STABLE MINERAL QUARRY AND MARKET, BUT 
IT IS NOT IMPORTANT TO JAPAN POLITICALLY. AUSTRALIA, 
CONCERNED ABOUT BEING TOO DEPENDENT ON ANY ONE 
COUNTRY, FEARS POSSIBILITY THAT JAPAN MIGHT REPLACE 
ITS AUSTRALIAN MINERAL IMPORTS WITH PURCHASES ELSEWHERE. 
AUSSIES HAVE LINGERING MEMORIES OF WWII, AND SOME LATENT 

FEAR THAT JAPAN MAY ONE DAY AGAIN RESORT TO FORCE TO 
SOLVE HER ECON PROBLEMS OR POLITICAL DESIRES. BUT ECON 
INTERDEPENDENCE IS FACT OF LIFE, AND GOA CAN SEE 
NEED TO TRANSLATE THIS INTO POLITICAL AND SOCIAL TERMS. 
CULTURAL GAP IS WIDE AND DEEP, BUT TANAKA'S VISIT MARKS 
ATTEMPT TO CLOSE IT.
